a great deal about South America, having 
been in Bolivia for five years. La Paz. of 
course, is far healthier than Asuncion, 
being some five thousand feet above sea 
level; but Bolivia and Paraguay, now at 
war, have much in common, and Mon- 
signor Riberi has been able to give Signor 
Mariani some useful hints, 


For Bulgaria. 


Mr. Frederick Sterling also will be 
leaving Ireland very soon to take up his 
new post as United States Minister to Bul- 
guria. I hear that, for the time being, at 
any rate, he will go to Sofia alone ‘and

7 hear rumours concerning a  pro- 
posed innovation in the Free State 
Army, which, if it is true, ought to cause 
widespread interest in this country. It 


“seems that negotiations are or, foot between 


the Free State and the Czechoslovak 
Armies with a view to the seconding of 
a Czechoslovak officer for service in 
Ir land. His duty would. be to train the 
Free State officers in Sokol methods. which 
have been used with such conspicuous 
Success in Czechoslovakia. The — Sokol 
system is peculiar to the Czechs. Its object 
is the training of the civilian population 
In gymnastic exercises, and inculcating a 
sense of discipline into the people. If 
the system is approved by the Free State 
Army, I gather that it may be introduced 
as, a later date into our schools. To judge 
by results in Czechoslovakia, it is a most 
admirable system, and its appliration to 
the youth of the Free State would make a 
vast difference to the life of the people, 
I attended the Sokol Congress. or Slet, 
in Prague in the summer of 1932, and was 
struck-. greatly by the remarkable en- 
thusiasm which the system seemed to en- 
gender among the populace. There really 
is nothing military about the Sokols: but 
the system of training is used extensively 
in the Czechoslovak Army as a complement 
to military training, and I am sure that 
it would be equally. successful. over here. 


Birds in an Earthquake. 


Do animals or birds become aware of a 
btoming earthquake before the prelimin:®y

10th, 1933. On that day, shortly e six 
o'clock if the evening, the birds returned 
to roost in some moderately-sized trees, 
but began immediately afterwards to 
manifest unusual symptoms of uneasiness. 
There was no apparent reason at the time 
for their alarm, but sooh afterwards there 
occurred ‘the severe éarthquake shock, 
after which they began to leave the roost 
and soar upWards in the air in»ascending 
apirals, just as one may sometimes see 
crows do in heayy thunderstorms. The 
fact that the blackbirds began to be 
agitated before the severe shock took place 
shows that they became sensible to the 
ere tremors of the earthquake 

fore the latter was felt, or perceived, by 
human beings. Though the earthquake 
shocks lasted for twenty hours, the black- 
birds settled noisily down on the trees 
again. Other birds—meadow larks and 
mocking birds—gpparently took no notice 
of the shocks, and were singing the next 
morning, though the tremors were still 
strong enough to be felt and to shake 
buildings. 


The “ W’orrum.””’ 


I have noticed with interest that the 
Loch Ness monster—who as now by way 
of being an international celebrity—has 
been described from time to time as a sea- 
serpent. It is curious, in view of the end- 
less variety of land serpents, that the 
suggestion of even the existerice of sea 
snakes arouses such scepticism. Only the 
other day I met a man, in whose integrity 
I have no doubts, who not only told me 
that he had seen a sea-serpent, but 
added that these strange reptiles were an 
accepted phenomena among the fishermen 
of Southern Ireland. One summer after- 
noon, shortly before the outbreak of the 
Great War, he was deep-sea fishing with 
a party of local fishermen in Ballycotton 
Bay, mid-way between Cork and Youghal 
harbours, when he noticed suddenly some 
distance out to sea a strange monster 
which had the serpentine head, the un- 
dulatory coils, and all the accepted 
characteristics of the sea-serpent. Full of 
excitement, he drew the attention of the 
fishermen to the unusual sight, but to his 
surprise they showed no astonishment, 
merely remarking in explanation, “ That's 
a worrum, sir,” Questioning them further 
after the monster had dived beneath the 
surface, he learned that these ‘‘ worms ” 
were frequently seen by the fishermen, 
and had come to be accepted by them 
with sharks, seals and other rarer fauna 
of the deep. It is interesting to note that 
it was off the Old Head of Kinsale in 
the middle of the last century that a 
sea-serpent was reported as having been 
witnessed by the captain and entire crew 
of a British warship, the Daedalus, 


Che Dog Cax, 


The dog tax of five shillings is now 
due, and postal officials are busy issuing 
excise licences to the owners of “ man’s 
best friend.’’ When the tax was increased 
it was asserted that it would result in a 
decrease in the number of dogs kept by 
poor people. However, I notice that there 
is no diminution in the number of dogs, 
and even the poorest tinkers are accom- 
panied ‘by several mongrels which, I 
assume, are duly licensed. A»man who is 
an authority on taxes tells me that dogs 
were first taxed in Great Britain in 1796, 
when the levy on sporting dogs was 5s. 
and that on other types 3s. There was a 
flat rate of £20 per pack levied on packs 
of hounds. In 1815 the taxes were raised 
to 8s. for an ordinary dog and £1 for 
every greyhound, These duties were in- 
creased by 10 per cent. in 1840. In 1854 
the tax was altered to a flat rate of 12s. 
for all dogs. Money was very valuable 
In those days, and only the wealthier 
classes could afford to indulge in the 
luxury of a dog, but, fortunately, there 
were very few Revenue officials, and in 
rural areas there were numerous evasions. 
In 1867 the tax was reduced to 5s.

[ T was announced last Thursday that among 


the successful applicants for the scholar- | 


ships in the technique of beet-sugar manu- 
facture, offered by the Free State Government 
recentiy, were four graduates of the College. 
The four candidates selected were Messrs. J. 
P. Flynn, M.Sc.; T. Toomey, M.Se.; J. L. 
Ginnell, B.Sc., and T. G, de Búrca, B.Sc. 
Mr. Flynn and Mr, Toomey are graduates of 
some years’ standing, during which Mr. 
Toomey has been attached to the staff of 
University College, Galway, and Mr. Flynn 
has been Senior Demonstrator in Chemistry 
in Dublin. Mr. Ginnell graduated last 
autumn, and has since been studying Chemical 
Engineering. and Technology in London, Mr. 
de Búrca isa post-graduate student in 
Chemistry. 
were awarded to candidates from University 
College, Cork, and Queen’s ‘University, 
Belfast. They will pursue a course in beet- 
sugar manufacture in the School of Tech- 
nology ‘in Glasgow University during the next 
eicht months, after which they will be placed 
on the staffs of the new sugar factories. 

The award of these scholarships is a 
popular one, since it has opened up prospects 
to students of science for employment at 
home, whereas in the past only the luckiest 
of students were not forced to go abroad for 
employment as chemists. In recent years 
the student of chemistry and physics had 
teaching alone as his normal prospect, with a 
very few industrial appointments, and still 
fewer academic ones for the favoured few. 
These recent developments will probably lead 
to a larger number of students in this 
faculty.

WORKERS' UNION 
PRESENTATION. 


There was a large attendance of members 
of the Amalgamated Engineering Union 
present in the Clarence Hotel, Dublin, on 
Saturday night, when the Union’s Award of 
Merit was presented to Mr. L. Keegan, 
Inchicore Works, Great Southern Railways. 

Mr. Sam Bradley, Executive Council, who 
made the presentation, said that the engineer. 
ing trade unions had been the pionee’s in 
the movement to reduce working hours. They 
initiated the nine-hour movement in the 
‘seventies of the nineteenth century, which 
resulted in a five months’ strike before success 
was established, and exerted a powerful 
influence on the eight-hour movement of the 
next, decade, Now they were leading the 
campaign for the forty-hour week. 

“ Machinerv,” said Mr. Bradley, “is dis- 
placing human labour. In one industry. after 
another unemployment 'is increasing as a 
result of new methods of production, 
rationalisation and mechanisation. Science 
and invention are making human labour less 
necessary, while new opportunities of em- 
ployment for the workers displaced by 
machinery do not present themselves. ‘The 
machine ought to produce leisure, but the 
leisure. it produces. is translated into unem- 
ployment.” 

The Dublin branch of the union had been 
established in 1851, and Brother Keegan, in 
his official capacity, had carried the banner 
of trade unionism for the past twenty-four 
years. He was presenting him, in the name 
of the 200,000 members of the Amalgamated 
Engineering Union, with the Award of Merit 
in recognition for his efforts in not only main- 
taining the wages and working conditions, 
but also in obtaining a higher standard of 
livelihood for his fellow-workers. :

HISTORY OF THE 100TH 
CO. DUBLIN FOOT. —.

APTAIN J. E. FITZPATRICK has sent 
C us a brief history of the ‘100th, or 
Prince Regent's County .of Dublin 
Regiment of Foot.” In an article on the 
colours in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, 
in the Jrish Times of Thursday it was men- 
tioned that the regimental colour of the Lein- 
ster Regiment in the Cathedral includes the 
battle aa, “ Niagara.'” Captain Fitz- 
atrick points out that the of Dublin 
Re iment also were entitled to this honour, 
and that the numerical title, ‘‘ 100th Foot,” |, 
was borne among others by the Royal Cana- 
dians (subsequently the Ist Battalion, ce 
of Wales’ Leinster Regiment) from 1858 till

In a 1804, 
of Abbotstown, County Dublin, who 
was subsequently made a baronet, was 
authorised to recruit an Irish levy, of which . 
he was to be the commandant, and on 14th 
May, 1804, a Letter of Service was granted 
to him for raising a corps of 1,000 rank and 
file in Ireland. By the end of the year over 
700 recruits had been obtained, and on 28th 
February, 1805, the King was pleased to | j 
approve of it being numbered the ‘‘ 100th 
Regiment of Foot,” with Falkiner as Colonel. 

It was transferred to the British Estab 
lishment from 25th March, 1605, its 
establishment then being ten com- 
panies of 100 rank and file, which 
was reduced in 
ber to ten companies of 
and file. a recruiting company being 
added on May 25th, °1808. On 19th 
March, 1805, the regiment embarked

that there could be no unity in Ireland ex- 
cept by nition ot the right of the North 
to its own Parliament. By reason of the 
resent border Donegal was a sort of no man's 
and and could have no interest in the Free 
State. Donegal had lo.t her market, which 
was Derry, and Derry had also lost her 
market, which was Donegal. He saw no 
reason why the Free State should not say to 
Belfast: “‘ We will give back Donegal, 
Cavan and Monaghan. Ve recognise your 
right to have your own Parliament we to 
keep it conditionally."’ If so, Mr. Bergin 
added, we will have to recognise that 
Leinster, Connaught and Munster are entitled 
to exactly similar conditions. Therefore four 
Parliaments, in Belfast, Dublin, Cork and 
Galway, with a National Parliament for all 
Ireland, with headquarters at Athlone, 
necessary to this scheme. 
He favoured Athlone as the seat 
of the National Parliament in order 
to get away from Dublin influence and begin 
decentralisation. All this would not be pos- 
sible of achievement unless by agreement 
with Belfast. If Belfast did agree to this 
plan he could see nothing that would stand 
im the way of its adoption. He would be 
inclined to enter into a commercial treat 
of not less than ten years’ duration wit 
England, and would say to England: ‘* We 
are prepared to enter into a commercial! 
treaty of not less than ten years’ duration, 
under which we would take twenty million 
unds’ worth of your engineering manu- 
actures, such as iron, steel, motor cars, etc., 
and you would take tweaty million pounds’ 
worth of our agricultural produce.” That 
would mean a forty millions per year trade 
agreement, or four hundred million pounds’ 
worth in the ten years. Under the five. 
parliament scheme Belfast would have repre- 
sentation in the National Parliament on the 
basis of population, and, on the question of 
expense, it could be advanced that at pr-sent 
we have four Parliaments in the country— 
the Dail atd-Senate in Dublin and the House 
of Commons and Senate in Belfast, The 
scheme he suggested would not necessitate 
any increase in the number of representatives 
as compared with the present Parliaments.’’ 
The Rev. Dr. Murphy, C.SS.P., moving a 
vo f thanks to Mr. Bergin, said that 
behind one-ninth of the population in Ireland 
against the unity of the country there was a 
opulation of forth tive millions in Great 
ritain. If the problem were left to the 
people of Ireland it would be solved ia one 
month. 3 
The Rev. J. M. Hayes said it was time 
for the people to tell the politicians that they 
must no longer play ducks and drakes with 
our little country. England was a great 
bluffer. To-day she was not happy with the 
Trish question, and he thought that Mr. 
Bergin's solution might prove acceptable. The 
tone in England was changing, and they were 
getting pretty sick of holding the Ulster baby 
in their arms. Advocating decentralisation, 
he said that 90 per cent. of this country's 
money was in Dublin, and the other 10 per 
cent. trickled down to cities like Cork. 
University men, he said, were narrow in out- 
look and had not an appreciation of rural 
problems. 
Mr. Bergin, replying, said that it was his 
belief that only a small percentage of the 
English people wanted to maintain the present 
partition. We might yet win Ireland's liberty 
in England. 


£20 AN ACRE FROM APPLES. 


Mr. G. O. Sherrard. lecturer in horticulture, 
U.C.D., spoke on ‘‘The Extension of Apple 
Culture in Seorstat Eireann,’’ and said that 
the import of apples to the Free State in 1952 
amounted to 221,637 cwt., valued at about 
£258,391. From Ist August, 1931, to Ist 
January, 1932, when Irish apples were avail- 
able, the imports were 107 ewt. In order 
to supply the home market for that period it 
would have been necessary to grow about 
1,500 acres more fruit. The yield from an acre 
of orchard would be roughly 80 cwt., when 
matured, which would be about the fifteenth 
year’s crop. Irish dessert apples were not so 
lighly coloured as the American product, but 
the flavour was better. The public should 
be educated to demand a more flavoured 
rather than a highly-coloured apple. The 
profits from apple-growing might be taken 
to be from £20 to an acre.

LECTURE IN DUBLIN 
THEATRE ROYAL. 


<< O Catholics, as well as to all who 
ate open to the supernatural, 

_ it is obvious,” said the Rev. Owen 
Dudley during his “lective on “The 
Wonders of Lourdes,” delivered yesterday 
afternoon in the Theatre Royal, Dublin, in 
aid of St. Joseph's Catholic _— Brigade, 
“that the Agent of the cures at Lourdes can 
only be the Author of nature, Almighty God, 

therefore the cures are miraculous.” 

“It is difficult,’’ said Father Dudley, “to 
convince a certain type of mind of even the 

ssibility of a miracle; the mind that has 

ven narrowed by the negations of material- 
istic science.” Materialistic scientists insisted 
that the Catholic Church taught violations 
of the laws of nature. It did not. A miracle 
was not a violation, but the suspension of 
the effect of a law of nature, or, as in the 
case of a miracle of healing, an acceleration 
of the effect-—a greater Divine power coming 
into play. As regards the cures of Lourdes, 
there were certain observable characteristic 
features—the absence of any visible curative 
agent, their instantaneity, and the absence 
of convalescence. Sometimes a functional 
cure preceded the organic cure. 

He, the lecturer; would like to stress a 
further feature which exemplified the prin- 
tiple that no violation was involved in the 
miraculous, and was one of which Dr. Vallet, 
President of the Bureau des Constations 
Medtcales at Lourdes, made a very strong 
point. A cure at Lourdes did not mean an 
entire re uction. ‘It is not claimed, for 
instance,’ said Father Dudley, “that a 
diseased lung is replaced by a new lung, or 
a broken bone by a new bone. The diseased 
organ is still the same organ, but turned into 
a healthy one. The cure does not dispense 
with, but follows the usual biological pro- 
cesses; it is a restoration in accordance with 
biological laws.” 

He had had considerable opportunity of 
observing what took place at Lourdes. It 
had been his privilege to lower helpless cases 
into the sacred stream within the Piscines. 
He had bathed in the stream himself, and 
the iciness of that water had made him gasp. 
Yet in that stream were continually sub- 
merged men and women in a state of weak- 
ness and prostration such that the shock 
alone would normally have proved fatal to 
the heart. '' There has,” said Father Dudley, 
in the Piscines at 


Lourdes. 
The water of the stream was ordina 
mounta.n spring water, containing no medi- 
cinal properties. There was no room for 
“ suggestion,”’ for the cures were frequently 
of organic diseases and were instantaneous 
cures, A blind Italian woman, wearing a 
strait-jacket. .had been bathed there in the 
Grotto last May during the English Nationa! 
Pilgrimage. he strait-jacket conld now 
be seen at the foot of the Grotto, not because 
the woman had died under the submersion, 
but because she was very much alive and no 
longer reeded it. ''I do not know the par- 
ticular species oí her blindness,’’ said the 
lecturer, ‘‘ but she could see when she came 

out of the Piscines.” . 

When an internal cancer, which was rapidly 
dragging its victim to the grave, iustan- 
taneously disappeared, and normal health, 
without any convalescence, was instantly at- 
tained, no normal process could explain it. 

He had had the privilege of one or two 
talks with Dr. Vallet, the President of the 
Medical Bureau, which was visited each year 
by a thousand or so medical practitioners, 
all of whom could take part in the discussions 
without distinction of creed or nationality. 

It is true,” said Father Dudley, ‘‘ that 
this Bureau does not pronounce the endless 
cures it has certified to be ' miraculous.’ All 
medical science can say, and does say, is this: 
These instantaneous restorations of diseased 
persons to health are not-in accordance with 
what is scientifically known of the laws of 
nature ; they must be attributed to some 
agency to which nature itself is subject.’’ 

The Rev. Father Moloney, S.J., in pro- 
posing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said 
that it was always pleasant to render thanks 
that had been merited, and Father Dudley 
had merited their thanks in the highest 
degree. He had blended in a very charming 
fashion the supernatural and natural wonders 
of Lourdes, and drew for them pictures which 
would remain ene hearts for a tame. 
Simple faith was heeded for the understanding 
of the supernatural. There are many people 
in the world who could not realise that gigantic 
intellect could go hand in hand with child-like 
faith. He particularly congratulated Father 
Dudley on his masterly exposition of the 
Catholic doctrine of miracles.

After the War 
the Saar Basin was placed under a Com- 
mission, appointed by the League of 
Nations, and conáisting of an Englishman, 
a Frenchman, a Finn, a Yugoslav and one 
native of the district. Its extensive coal 
mines were given to France; but an 
arrangement was made whereby, at the end 
of fifteen years, a plebiscite will be held

Germany; they can transfer their 
allegiance to France, or they can elect to 
remain permanently under the protection 
of the League of Nations. If they decide 
to return to Germany, the Germans will 
be entitled to buy back the coal mines 
from the French. In the normal course 
of events the plebiscite will be held next 
year. 

The Sarrois are entirely German, and, 
if a plebiscite had been taken six months 
ago, it probably would have shown at 
least ninety per cent. of a majority in 
favour of return to the Fatherland. In 
the meanwhile, however, many things 
have happened. The uprise of the Nazi 
movement in Germany has found serious 
repercussions in the Saar. One of the 
first acts of the Hitler administration was 
to institute an active campaign in the 
Saar district, and to organise its 
inhabitants for the plebiscit’. Nazi 
agents from Berlin harangued the people ; 
spies have been at work everywhere. The 
direst threats have been directed against 
those Sarrois who have not appeared to 
be sufficiently enthusiastic in the Hitlerite 
cause ; and, mindful of recent events in the 
Reich, large numbers of the inhabitants 
are badly frightened. Even the police 
have been menaced. General Goring’s 
henchmen have warned them that unless 
they adhere strictly to the Nazi creed 
they will pass the remainder of their 
camps. ‘The

“ For Luck.” 

To find a cast horse-shoe in these days of 
petrol and tarmac is a rare experience, 
which might be expected to guarantee the 
unprecedented good fortune of the same A 
correspondence in The Times convinces us, 
however, that even a horseshoe may be a 
Greek gift. If it is hung over our door 
in the proper manner, we may expest it to 
extend a benign influence with no nonsense 
about it; but to display it otherwise than 
with the points upwards is to invite trouble. 
A former provincial mayor records that 
during his term of office he caused the 
horse-shoes on the mayoral chain to be 
adjusted to this position ; and a fall in the 
rates, a decrease in unemployment, and a 
more generous response to the appeals ol 
local charities were among the immediate 
sequels to this concession to the unseen 
powers. To ascribe these happy events to 
wise administration would be, perhaps, 
more rational; but ours is not a rational! 
age. In our inmost hearts most of us will 
prefer to think that it had “‘ something to 
do with the horse-shoes,’’ and those who

| cherish & like talisman will give it a 
careful glanice to-Hay, In thie first half of 
the twentieth century man, the master of 
his universe, is bound more firmly than 
ever by ‘superstition. Thirty years ago 
writers on social topics discussed the grow- 
ing vogue for talismans and charms of all 
kinds. To-day grotesque little idols, spirals 
of elephant’s hair, and the swastika— 
although the latter no longer commands 
universal respect as a luck-bringer—are 
part of the plate-armour which protects 
the credulous of all classes in their daily 
affairs. Man has conquered the air, but 
those aviators who make most demands 
upon our attention inform us that they 
do not venture into that unstable element 
without a mascot. The lives of most ol 
the popular figures of our day, if we may 
believe their own accounts, are governed 
almost wholly by portents and omens. 
With our dependence upon these petty 
deities and our medieval respect for the 
stars the great host of unknown gods exact 
their tribute. Reason is powerless 
against their worshippers; for the 
negative virtue of superstitious observances 
can be urged by those who have kept the 
rules. If no obvious benefit follows the 
adjustment of the horse-shoe, then, clearly, 
some frightful disaster has been averted. 
So it is safer, perhaps, to touch wood and 
not to cut the nails on a Friday, and the 
human folly which seeks thus to evade 
moral responsibility still mocks the 
Divine Providence. is

Broadcasting. 


Last night at eleven o'clock the new 


Lucerne wave-length plan came into opera- 
tion. All broadcasting stations which 
respect the convention shut down at that 
hour, and changed over to the new 
wave-lengths that have been allotted to 
them by the International Radio Con- 
ference. During the night ex periments 
were made with the new wave-lengths, and 
many listeners in Dublin “ fiddled ” with 
their sets in an attempt to accom- 
modate themselves to the changed condi- 
tions. The development of broadcasting 
during the last ten years has been one of 
the most remarkable features of an excep- 
tional decade. Every civilised country now 
has its broadcasting stations, and the 
listener who takes the trouble to “ tune- 
in’’ to the various continental stations 
cannot but realise the enormous influence 
that ‘‘ wireless ” is exercising in the 
modern world. There is a nominal agree- 
ment among the peoples. that no station 
shall broadcast in a foreign language ; but, 
with the single exception of Great Britain, 
none of the European nations seems to pay 
the least attention to this pact. By far the 
worst offenders are the Russians, who, 
from a very highly-powered station, broad- 
cast blatant propaganda in virtually every 
language under the sun. The French send 
out messages from Strassburg in German. 
and the Germans reply in French; the 
Italians are carrying on a vigorous cam- 
paign in the Balkans. To-day the technique 
of broadcasting has been brought to such a 
pitch of perfection that the amateur finds 
much difficulty in differentiating between 
station and station. One can imagine easily 
what will happen if, and when, another war 
breaks out. Broadcasting puts a powerful 
weapon in the hands of unscrupulous 
persons ; and even at present it is being 
used to fan the flames of hatred among the 
peoples of Europe. Unhappily, there is no 
redress against this kind of thing. “ Wivre- 
less ” is the one method of communication 
that cannot be censored ; even Mr. Boland 
cannot prevent Irish listeners from the 
enjoyment of jazz. 


A New Warfare. 


Another use is being found for the 
aeroplane in the peaceful service of man- 
kind. To-day it opens new trade routes 
and is the eye of geographical surveys; 
it fights forest fires in Canada, and sprays 
growing crops in Australia, Now it will 
wage war on the locust, which, next to 
the tsetse fly, is the chief scourge of 
Africa’s welfare. The battle with the 
locusts will be fought in the air, and the 
weapon will be poison powder. An old 
liner of Imperial Airways, fitted with 
sprays, will be stationed at Broken Hill, 
Rhodesia. It will carry 300]b. of sodium 
arsenite, and the pilot, an experienced 
airman, will be able to make long journeys 
in search of his victims. When locusts 
are reported, and when he has found them, 
he will try to fly along the front of the 
swarm, spraying a barrage of poison into 
the air, Since the powdered poison will 
hold the air for some time, heavy 
casualties are expected from this method 
of attack; and, if the locusts are de- 
stroyed, or at least scattered, before they 
can settle to denude the land, a problem 
which has cost many millions of money 
will have been solved. The pilot of this 
enterprise must possess not only skill, -but 
courage; for his risks, though at present 
they are largely speculative, certainly will 
be considerable. Locusts fly in dense 
swarms, which produce the darkness’ of 
night; and, if the pilot should fly into 
the thick of them, the danger of clogged 
engines might be added to the perils of 
an insect fog. During a recent flight to 
the Far East a swallow, jammed in the 
air intake, put an engine out of action. 
Nevertheless, the experiment will be made; 
for, if risks never were taken, there would 
be no pioneers,

THE CODEX SINAITICUS. 


BRITISH MUSEUM TRUSTEES’ 
NEW APPEAL, 


A further appeal for contributions towards 
the purchase of the famous fourth century 
manuscript of the Bible known as the Codex 
Sinaiticus has been issued by the trustees of 


| the British Museum, and signed by the Arch- 


hishop of Canterbury, Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald, the Prime Minister; the Earl of 
Crawford and Balearres ; Lord Hanworth. Dr. 
M. R. James, O.M.: Sir George Hill, Direc- 
tor and Principal Librarian of the British 
Museum, and Sir Frederic Kenyon. 

The trustees are appealing for £50,000 to 
effect, with a corresponding sum which has 
been guaranteed by the Government, the pur- 
chase of the manuscript for the nation from 
the Soviet Government. 

The Codex Sinaiticus arrived at the British 
Museum on December 27, and is now on view 
there. “The support of all those who are 
interested in the establishment of the correct 
text of the Bible is invoked by the Trus- 
tees,’’ the appeal states. 

At the moment a sum of approximately 
£7,006 has been received from all sources, 
for the most part in quite small amounts. 


SOVIET TITLE TO THE CODEX. 
_ The view that the Soviet Government has 
just as much right to sell the Codex Sinai- 
ticus as the English Government had to dis- 
pose of the pictures owned by Charles I.. 
was expressed to a reporter yesterday by Sir 
George Hill, Director of the British Museum. 

_ Sir canes was replying to the sugges- 
tion made by some people that the British 
Museum might find itself in an awkward 
position if the Soviet Government were 
proved not to have a legal title to the manu- 
script. - “The Czar was the head of 
the Orthodox Russian Church, and was, 
therefore. the superior of the monastery at 
Mount Sinai,” he said. ‘‘ The monastery had 
shown itself criminally negligent in allowing 
the Codex to. be partially destroyed, and if 
Tischendorf, the German scholar wha found 
the Codex at Mount. Sinai in 1844, had not 
gone there the whole thing would have gone 
into the furnaces. 

‘There is ro truth in the suggestion that 
the Codex Sinaiticus was loaned to the Crar, 
for he paid then 9,000 roubles for it, which 
was a considerable sum in those days. 

“When the revolution came the Soviet 
took over the property of the Imperial 
Government. Some people object to that, but 
they forget that we have a parallel in our 
own country. When Charles the First was 
executed his collection of pictures was sold 
by the next Government. They are now to 
be found in galleries all over the world.”

Cheap clothes for men. have been a 
feature in London and other big centres 
for some time past, and<much of this 
clothing has been imported through British 
manufacturers. It comes from Poland, 
and it is now said that competition from 
this direction will be intensified. The 
British manufacturer and middleman will 
be ignored, as the Poles intend to open 
their own agencies. The main purpose of 
the Polish organisation is to arrange for 
a mass dumping of goods to meet the 
spring and summer demand, and special 
efforts will be directed to the capture of 
the trade in flannels, now so generally 
worn in the summer months. The prices 
quoted by Polish manufacturers are 
extraordinary. They ask seven shillings 
for a double-breasted overcoat, one shilling 
and twopence a pair for trousers, and two 
shillings and ninepence for men’s jackets. 
The low prices quoted are due to the fact 
that the Polish Government grants a 
subsidy of from thirty to fifty per cenf. 
per garment, and that wages in the tailor- 
ing industry in Poland average 14s. 5d 
a week. 


Manicipal Officers. 


Reforms in methods of appointing and 
promoting their officers are recommended 
to local authorities in the report of the 
Hadow Committee on Local Government 
The report, which is unanimous, wil] be 
published shortly. The committee takes 
the view that more uniform practice is 
highly desirable. Municipal officers should 
be given greater encouragement to increase 
their abilities. New diplomas, which 
would have national acceptance, are 
suggested, and the report makes proposals 
as to training for high posts. The com- 
mittee does not advise the creation of a 
higher division for university . students. 
Mobility of municipal officers and con- 
sequent broadening of experience are made 
more difficult. it points out, by the present 
possibility of loss of superannuation. The 
committee, presided over by Sir Henry 
Hadow, was appointed three years ago. 


Horse Traific in London. 


Once again the question of closing the 
main thoroughfares of the Metropolis to 
horse traffic will be discussed by the 
London and Home Counties Advisor, 
Committee. The discussion will consider 
the partial closing of other streets to horse 
trafic, with the prohibition of heavy traftic 
from residential areas. In these days of 
heavy motor traffic in the main thorough 
fares it is found that horse vehicles do 
more to delay movement than anything 
else, and quite commonly are a cause of 
the great traffic blocks. 

The Potato Scheme. 

Nearly all of the hundred thousand 

registration forms connected with the 


British potato-marketing scheme have been 
returned by growers, and there is little 


doubt that there will be a large majority 


in favour of the plans. The final date for 
the return of the forms is Wednesday, and 
all growers registered by that date will 
vote for or against the scheme.

HIS ECCLESIASTICAL 
CAREER. 


—€— 


E announce with deep regret the 
death of the Right Rev. Charles 
Benjamin Dowse, D.D., late Bishop of 
Cork, Cloyne and Ross, which occurred on 
Saturday at 11 St. Alban s Mansions, 
Kensington Court, London. A distinguished 
Churchman, a gifted preacher, and an 
earnest worker, Dr. Dowse Was much 
beloved throughout the diocese where he 
had ruled so well and so wisely since 
1912, when he succeeded the late Right 
Rev. W. EK. Meade, D.D. Dr. Dowse was 
verv keenly interested in hospitals and 
other institutions of a charitable and 
philanthropic character, and his Roman 
Catholic fellow-citizens elected him on the 
Boards of several of these institutions. 
Dr. Dowse had a distinguished career in 
Dublin University. Entering Trinity 
College, he graduated B.A. (Respondent), 
and took the Divinity Testimonium (2nd 
class) in 1885. He took the M.A. m 
1893. B.D. and D.D. in 1912. He was 
ordained in 1885 for the curacy of St. 
Catherine’s, Dublin, where he remained 
until 1887. He was curate of Christ 
Church, Gorey, from 1887 to 1892, when 
he was appointed incumbent, and remained 
there until 1894. He then accepted the 
curacy of St. Matthias’s, Dublin, where he 
laboured with much zeal until 1899. 


AT LEESON PARK, 

From 1900 to 1912 Dr. Dowse was Rector 
of Christ Church, Leeson Park, Dublin. 
There his work was very highly. appre- 
ciated, and he gained the afiection and 
esteem of the parishioners. He was 
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Dr. Charles B. Dowse, former Bishop 


of Cork. 


chaplain to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
from 1900 to 1912; Professor of Pastora! 
Theology, Dublin Universit;, 1907-1912 ; 
Canon and Prebendary of Swords in St. 
Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin, 1909-1912; 
Rural Dean of St. Peter's, Dublin, 1910- 
1912. 

When Dr. Archdall = resigned’ the 
Bishopric of Killaloe, the Bench of Bishops 
appointed Dr. Dowse as his successor by 
resolution of Synod. His presidency 
over this See only lasted from May 17th, 
1912, until February 18th, 1913. On the 
latter day the Synod translated him to the 
vacant See of Cork, Clovne and Ross as 
successor to the Right Rev. Dr. Meade, 
deceased In this very large and im- 
portant diocese Dr. Dowse laboured in- 
defatigably and with the utmost devotion, 
and was one of the most worthy occupants 
of the throne of St. Fin Barr’s Cathedral. 


RETIREMENT. 


Some. months ago Dr. Dowse, feeling that 
his Mealth was declining because of the 
duties he was called on to perform, re- 
signed the Bishopric of Cork, Cloyne and 
Ross. His decision occasioned widespread 
regret, not. only in the United Diocese, 
but throughout Ireland; for his lovable 
characteristics had endeared him to many 
friends, Prominent members of his con- 
gregations presented him with tokens’ of 
their esteem on his retirement, and it was 
with much regret that he severed an active 
connection with the diocese. He was 
succeeded by Archdeacon Flewett, 

The esteem in which Dr. Dowse was held 
was not by any means confined to his own 
congregations. It extended into the eon- 
gregations of other churches in Cork, and 
his work on public bodies and organisa- 
tions having charitable objects will long 
be remembered. | 

' Dr. Dowse was the youngest son of the 
Very Rev. John R. Dowse, M.A., Dean of 
Ferns. In 1894 he married Mary Emily, 
youngest daughter of James H. Finnemor, 
of Ballyward, County Wicklow. There was

"PLANE TO FLY LIKE 
INSECT. 


ELDERLY MAN CLAIMS 
GREAT INVENTION,

Has the secret of how an insect can 
hover in the air for an indefinite period 
been at last discovered ? 

A reporter yesterday talked with an 
elderly man in a quiet country cottage 
near Ringwood, Harfits., who claims 
that he has discovered this secret, which 
has baffled scientists for so many years, 
He is so sure of his facts that he is 
building a flying machine—he calls it an 
‘‘aerial motor car’’—based on the prin- 
cipies of his discoveries. 
He claims to have proved by working 
models that a machine constructed on 
these principles would do almost anything 
that aeroplanes cannot be made to do at 
present. 

These include vertical ascent and descent 
and assured safety in case of engine trouble 
in the air. | 

The man is Mr. T. A. Dring, who was 
treasurer to the Wiltshire County Council 
for many years before his retirement in 
1921. He 1s now 78 years of age. : 
“The solution is,” said Mr, Dring, 
with evident pride, ‘‘ that the two wings 
are centrifugal fans, which cause two 
streams of air to impinge against each 
other. The impact releases compressed 
air, and the expansive force of the com- 
pressed air lifts the insect.’’ 
In applying his discovery to the build- 
ing of his machine he has substituted for 
the wing motion a revolving shaft with 
two three-bladed rotors, and by gradually 
experimenting with small models he 
obtained a lift of nine ounces. 

“With an experimental fuselage and a | 
25 h.p. engine I have already obtained 
a lift of 450ib. I am now building a new 
fuselage which should give a lift of

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NAZI SPIES TAKE 
NOTES IN CHURCH. 


UNDELIVERED PULPIT 
PROTESTS.

OR technical reasons, and not in 
obedience to Reichsbishop Mueller’s 
wish, most of the opposition pastors to- 
day refrained from. reading from the 
páipiú the protest of the Pastors’ Emer- 
gency Federation against Bishop Mueller’s 
Church decree forbidding pastors from 
attacking the Church régime. 

Several provincial bishops yesterday 
agreed to recommend their clergy to keep 
peace, but at the same time they told 
Bishop Mueller that this concession by no 
means should be interpreted as bowing to 
his dictatorship. i 

On the contrary, their views on Bishop 
Mueller's decree and on the measures 
necessary to restore peace in the Church 
remained unchanged. 

At those places in the provinces where 
the protest of the Pastors’ Emergency 
Federation was read from the pulpits 
nothing untoward happened. 

It was a strange spectacle to see quite 
an unusual number of uniformed Nazis 
taking notes in to-day’s Church Services 
in Berlin, but the pastors had agreed 
among themselves not to do anything tha‘ 
might jeopardise next Wednesday's con- 
ference between Bishop Mueller and the 
Church dignitaries. . The police did not 
put in an appearance at all. 


CALLED TO ACCOUNT. 


Bishop Mueller has been ordered to 
appear before Hitler on Wednesday next, 
and Church circles believe that on this 
meeting will depend whether Mueller 
remains in office. 

Meanwhile, the Pastors’ Emergency 
Federation held a meeting to-night, each 
minister bringing with him two laymen 
delegates. The object was to broaden their 
views and to strengthen their organisation 
in order to be ready at the proper moment 
to take over the Evangelical Church 
Government, just as Herr Hitler for years 
prepared men for each important post of 
Government against the time of his seiz- 
ing power. 

Several resolutions were adopted, one of 
them demanding freedom of the Press to 
report on the religious trouble and another 
demanding Mueller’s immediate resigna- 
tion. 

Opposition to Reichsbishop Mueller, the 
ex-Navy Chaplain, has lately centred on 
his decree, issued on January 5th, for- 
bidding the Churches from taking part in 
all sorts of political activities, and pro- 
hibiting Church officials, under pain of 
dismissal, from attacking the Church 
régime. Two Sundays ago 1,500 pastors 
read out an indictment of the Primate 
from their pulpits. 


CATHOLICISM AND NAZISM. 


Herr von Papen, the Vice-Chancellor, 
addressing moraiiere of a Catholic Labour 
organisation at Gleiwitz, in Upper Silesia, 
to-day, compared Herr Hitler's programme 
with the ideas expressed by Pope Leo the 
Thirteenth in his Enecyelical Letter, 
Rerum Novarum. He claimed that there 
was much in common between Nazi prin- 
ciples and Christian principles. 

“ Wherever we look,” he said, “ we see 
a happy harmony and complete under- 
standing between the Pope’s ideas and 
Nazi politics.

Chancellor, in a reference to the com- 
plicated Church situation in Germany, 
said: “No one in Germany thinks 
seriously of the attempt to create a 
National Church.’’ 

A protest against the sterilisation law, 
and a condemnation of books hostile to the 
principles of the Church, were the main 
features of a Pastoral] letter from Cardinal 
Schulte, Archbishop of Cologne, which 
was read at. Mass in all the ehurches of 
the archdiocese this morning. 

His Eminence declared that the work, 
“ Myths of the Twentieth Century,” by 
Herr Alfred Rosenberg (who had a cold 
reception in London when he came as a 
semi-official envoy soon after the Nazis 
came to power), should be placed upon the 
Index and removed from school libraries 
and Catholic houses.

RASTIC action has been takén by 

President Grau San Martin follow- 

ing last night’s paralysing strike of the 

Cuban Electric Company workers, which

Doctors and lawyers also joined the 
strike movement, and the water supply 
of Havana was cut off. 

The Government at once issued orders 
to close the hospitals, and soldiers were 
called upon to assist in enforcing this 
decree by expelling the patients. 


BRITISH PROTECTED. 


Under the decree issued by the Cuban 
President to-day, the Government is pro- 
visionally taking over all the Cuban 
Electric Company 's properties throughout 
the island. 

The Government will operate them in 
accordance with the workers’ demands, 
with the company paying all the expenses 
involved, until the workers and the com- 
pany’s offigals agree and power is 
restored. Meantime, soldiers with 
machine-guns have surrounded the com- 
pany’s properties, and have resumed the 
services, the employés being made to work 
under military supervision. 

The British Consulate is keeping in 
close touch with all the British yosidiints 
here, and has promised them that in case 
of danger they will be embarked in two 
hours.

The upper part of the two transmitting

BACK TO THE 
LEAGUE. 


In al leading article to-day The Times 
remarks :—-Another session—the seventy- 
eighth—of the Council of the League of 
Nations begins to-day, and the League’s 
resumption of its normal tasks at this 
moment provides the best possible proof 
of the established part which it has to 
play in the routine of international affairs. 
The world conditions of this century 
demand an international system. It was 
universally recognised after the War, and 
the League supplies workable, if still im- 
perfect, machinery by which an immense 
amount of business has been usefully 
transacted, and which has to deal this 
week once more with some of the normal 
and, as if were, permanent problems of 
Europe. 

After mentioning that, in accordance 
with the terms of the Treaty of Versailles, 
the future of the Saar territory has to be 
decided by plebiscite on the expiry of a 
period of fifteen years from the coming 
into force of the Treaty as from January 
10th, therefore, next year, The Times 
ores little while ago there could 
ave been no sort of doubt that an over- 
whelming majority of the population 
would have voted for re-inclusion in Ger- 
many. ‘To-day there would probably still 
be a majority in that sense, but it is 
impossible to estimate how the population 
has reacted to the violent methods of the 
Nazis there, and to their threats of 
ultimate reprisals against any who work 
or vote against inclusion in Germany. 
There is no need for haste. The problem 
is one that more than most needs circum- 
spection, as well as firmness, for its solu- 
tion, | 

The same maxim will be true of the 
larger question of the League’s own future. 
The main facts in it are twofold. The 
League, or at léast the League system 
as it now exists, has been critically 
challenged. Time, patience and. some 
tolerance will be needed to elicit the true 
significance of that challenge. On the 
other hand, behind the League, whether 
as now established, or as it may be re- 
shaped in time by wise reforms, there is, 
in this and in other countries, too, a great 
body of conviction that has yet to be 
reckoned with. Passive abandonment of 
the aims and principles which called a 
League into being will not, be tolerated. 
It is too clearly seen here that the 
alternative to the collective system is a 
rélapse into the discredited ‘system of the 
balance of power—a method that ulti- 
mately implies or condones the instru- 
mentality of war. Neither Britain nor, it 
may be said with some certainty, 
American opinion would be ready to watch 
as an inevitable process a movement that 
ran so completely counter to the objectives 
of the Kellogg Pact, or that frustrated so 
plainly the best hopes of all the belli- 
gerents in the War.

Mr. de Valera is now 
in the boathels of his own seeking, and the 
Irish people are being dragged in after him.

If they want to go 
down in the morass of bankruptcy, the way 
thither is open for them, and Mr. de Valera 
will act as guide. 


TO RESCUE COUNTRY. 


“Tf, on the other hand, they want to 
rescue this country from the disaster that 
Fianna Fail is bringing upon it, my advice to 
the young — is ‘ put on your blue shirts 
and join the League of Youth"; to their 
fathers and mothers I say: ‘ Start a branch 
of Fine Gael in your chapel area and join it 
now, and work with us in United Ireland for 
an Irish nation of thirty-two counties, with 
no boundary bet the four seas around «its 
shores.’ ”' 

Mayo agg the Land League, Mr. 
Dillon added. Let Mayo play its part now 
in making United Ireland as great a movement. 
In ae its part Mayo would do its duty 
to the leaders of the last generation who 
were gone by vindicating them in their oft- 
expressed conviction that the Irish people, 
and only the Irish people, were fit to govern 
this country. 

Referring to the recent arrest of General 
O'Duffy, Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney said that 
the Government endeavoured to get the people 
to break the law. The Government them- 
selves, said Mr. Kenney, were breaking the 
law. They wrongly arrested General O' uffy 
when he was exercising a right which the 
Constitution gave him; he was exercising a 
right that every man had got—a right to 
address Irishmen; and while General O Duffy 
was doing that he was illegally, by order 
of the Government, pulied off the platform. 

This was a democratic country, he added. 
In this country the voice of the people could 
be heard; it was the people's voice that 
sounded through the polling booths that put 
In and put out the Governments of this 
country, and the people should make their 
voices heard, and say to the present 
Government: “ You are not going to destroy 
us.” While President de Valera was ruining 
the country economically he was doing far 
worse; he was breaking the moral of the 
people; his policy was demoralising the 
people; bui, no matter how he tried, no 
maiter how hurtful the methods of the 
Government might be, President de Valera 
could never destroy the Irish people. He 
could never Feeee Fá the Irish people unless 
the Irish ple themselves wished to be 
demoralised; but if the people, lost heart, 
then, indeed, Ireland would be. destroyed. 
They shcuid bear that in mind, and, with 
the help of God, this terrible state of affairs 
would be brought to a conclusion, and 
Ireland would be saved, no matter what 
President de Valera would do. 


WAVE OF ENTHUSIASM. 


“For my own part,” Mr. _FitzGerald- 
Kenney continued, ‘‘l have no doubt that 
the bulk of the Irish ple will not be 
demoralised. J am satisfied that the bulk 
of the Irish people will carry on, and | 
believe that at the present moment there is a 
great wave of enthusiasm spring! up among 
them. He beheved that demoralisation will 
not set in in this State, and that the persons 
who will prevent it from setting in are the 
members of the League of Youth—the young 
men who wear the biua shirts, and | dare- 
say, with the utmost conviction, that 1 am 
right, that every man who honours and loves 
his country, and hates Communism and 
everything that is not in the best 
interests of his country and _  religion— 
every man of that type should join'the ' Blue 
Shirts.’ Ireland looks to the League of 
Youth to save Ireland, and the League of 
Youth will save her.” 

The country was in a desperate way, he 
added, and as long as the present Govern- 
ment was in office there was absolutely no 
hope that the conditions would improve. 
Fianna Fail made no secret of it that while 
they were in power there was no chance of 
restoring the British market, and referred to 
the economic war as being a blessing in 
disguise, 


LOSS OF BRITISH MARKET. 


The loss of the British market meant the 
loss of every single method the farmer had of 
making his livelihood, and still President de 
Valera, speaking as the head of a Govern- 
ment supposed to be looking after the in- 
terests of the farmer, thanked God that the 
British market was gone, and gone for ever. 
The whole structure of Irish life was built 
upon the farming class, and when that was 
gone the collapse of the entire nation was 
bound to follow.

MUCH DAMAGE ON SEA AND LAND. 


The’ full) force’ of the sonth-westerly gale 
was felt in the Channel. A steamer of about 
2,000 tons, which was later identified as the 
Prahova, was seen drifting past Folkestone 
early yesterday, showing signals that she 
was out of control. “She was broadside on 
to the big seas and wind, and though her 
engines were working, it was thought that 
her steering gear had been put out of action. 

Prahova subsequently passed Dover, and 
appeared to be in no immediate danger. 

A Dover message stated that the velocity 
of the wind in the Channel was estimated 
at between 50 and 60 miles an hour. Ships 
were swept by gigantic waves. Enormous 
seas dashed against the end of the Admiralty 
Pier at Dover, sending up great volumes of 
water, 

The Southern Railway’s Newhaven to 
Dieppe service was cancelled yesterday morn- 
ing, but the Saturday night boat from 
Dieppe to Newhaven sailed. The morning 
sailings from Dover to Ostend and from 
Ostend to Dover were abandoned, but the 
Folkestone-Boulogne and Calais-Dover ser- 
vices. were carried on as usual. 

An Air Ministry official stated last night 
that it was the worst»gale so far experienced 
this winter. Although by the eyening the 
wind had subsided to a certain extent in 
places, it was still strong to gale force, and 
there was every possibility of thaws conditions 
prevailing throughout the night. Tempera- 
tures eontinue about five degrees above 
normal, but sunshine was a negligible quan- 
tity all day. 

Conditions in the English Channel improved 
during the afternoon and it was found pos- 
sible to resume sailings between "England 
and Ostend and Dieppe. 


NELSON’S DEPARTURE 
POSTPONED, 


Heavy seas were running, with waves 
breaking right..over..the..pier,.at Old Ports- 
mouth yesterday morning, and as it was con- 
sidered inatlvisable to run any risk in taking 
H.M.S. Nelson through the narrow entrance 
to Portgmouth Harbour, her departure to join 
the Home Fleet was postponed until this 
morning. The Nelson was taken into Ports- 
mouth Harbour on Friday night after she had 
been aground on a sand bank. An examina- 
tion showed that she had received no serious 
damage, and it was decided that she should 
put to sea yesterday. The gale, however, 
caused her departure to be postponed. 


RUDDERLESS DUNDALK-BOUND 
STEAMER. 


The Danish steamer Polly (798 tons) was 
towed into harbour at Aberdeen on Saturday 
night by the French trawler Marguerite Rose, 
after breaking her rudder during the gale in 
the North Sea. The Polly was bound from 
the Baltic to Dundalk with a cargo of coal. 
Attempts by the crew to fix up a jury rudder 
were rendered impossible by the wild seas, 
and for fourteen hours she drifted helplessly 
before the gale. The Marguerite Rose, which 
had been fishing off Norway, was heading 
for Aberdeen to secure medical attention for 
a member of her crew when-she sighted the 
distress signais of the Danish steamer. She 
fired a rocket with a line attached 
towards the steamer, but it was 
carried off its course by the wind. 
A second attempt proved successful, and she 
took the stéamer in tow. Progress was slow 
owing to the stormy. weather, and. the wire 
hawser cting the two Vessels shapped

INCIDENT. AT SANDRINGHAM. 


As the Royal car, containing the King, the 
Duke and Duchess of York and _ Princess 
Elizabeth, and Mr. Bamsay_ Macdonald 
(Prime Minister) drew up at Sandringham 
Church, where they attended the morning 
Service yesterday, a branch of a tree, measur- 
ing about six feet, was blown down by the 
wind. It fell on to the road a few yards 
behind the Royal car, and steps were taken to 
clear, it away before the Royal party returned 
to Sandringham House. 

An eye-witness in a statement to a reporter 
said:—‘‘ Half a gale was raging when the 
Royal car arrived at the church.

Ramsay Macdonald was stepping out of the 
car. Suddenly I saw a large branch of a 
tree crash with terrific force on to the road- 
way, a few yards from the church, at a spot 
over which — seconds before the Royal car 
had passed.

THE ROAD TRAFFIC 
ACT. 


—_— 


WHEN VEHICLES MAY BE 


“ ARRESTED.” 
———- 


The following are points from the sections 
of the Road Traffic Act of the Irish Free State 
that are now in operation :— 

It is an offence to cause the obstruction 
of traffic. 

It is an offence to steal rides on vehicles. 

It is an offence for cyclists to hold on to @ 
moving vehicle, 

Where fairs and markets are held it is ‘ob« 
ligatory, where necessary, for the local autho- 
rity to make by-laws to secure the free passage 
of traffic. 

Speeds and weights of vehicles crossing 
bridges may be restricted. 

Roads may be closed to motor traffic if they 
are considered unsuitable. Omnibuses may 
be restricted to the use of prescribed roads. 

Twenty-four consecutive br pg of rest for 
drivers and conductors public service 
vehicles must be provided eac “ week, 

‘‘ Joy riding ” is an offence with a penalty 
up to £50. 

It, is an offence to interfere with parked 
vehicles. 

A vehicle associated with the commission 
of an offence may be “ arrested.” 

The Minister for Finance is civilly respon- 
sible for damages where a State-owned 
vehicle is involved. 

Personal liability for negligent driving 
extends after death, becoming a liability of 
the person’s estate. 

Drivers of vehicles involved in accidents 
where there is injury to persons or damage 
to property must stop, leave the vehicle near 
the place and report as soon as possible to 
the Guards. 

Provision is made for the reimbursement 
of hospitals treating persons injured in motor 
accidents. 

If a Guard thinks that a cyclist has given 
him a wrong name or address he may seize 
the bicycle. 

Drivers may be arrested without warrant 
for refusing to give their names and addresses 
to Guards. 

Compulsory insurance comes into force on 
Ist February.

At the Conference of the Motor Cycle Union of 
Ireland, heli in Jury’s Hotel on Saturday, it was 
stated that German manoefacturers have made 
tentative proposals to Irish riders, with the object 
of securing their services in the International Six 
Davs’ Trial this year. 

Mr C.-W. Duffin, Secretary of the Knock Club, 
and leading individnal rider in Trish trials of 
1933, was handed the plaques won by his club 
in the Inter-Club Reliability Championship. 

The 5, 10 and 100 miles speed championships 
and the reliability championships were allocated 
to the Southern Centre, and the 50 and 75 miles 
speed and the grass track championships to the 
Ulster Centre. 

It was suggested that the Dublin and District 
Club should alter the date of their 100 miles 
race and the North of Ireland Cinb the date of 
their championships, to give a clear weck-end to 
the End-to-End trial on July 14th. 

The following decisions were made by the Con- 
ference. 

The schedniled trials for the 1934 Inter-Club 
‘eliability Championship shall be:-——The Dublin 
University Fall trial and “Bush” Cup: the 
Leinster Patland fup, night trial and Easter 
trial; the Dublin and District Autumn trial: Moran 
Cup and Manders Cup; the Adare July trial: the 
Belfast and District Coates Cup and Barr Cup; 
the Knock night trial and Hurst Cup: the Ulster 
Moles Cup, MeCrum Cup and President's Cup; the 
paowers Barbour Cup; and the Irish End-to-End 
rial. 

Only a. rider’s seven best performances shall 
count in deciding his place in the Championship 
Record; in the case of the Junior Division only 
the six best performances shall count. : 

The hundred miles Irish championships will be 
run in connection with the Dublin “ Hundred ” 
road race in the Phenix Park. 

In international road races in Ireland in 1934 
fuel must consist of at least 50 per cent. b 
volume of petrol, the remainder being benzol, 
Upper cylinder lubricant may be included in the 
fuel, but alcohol is barred. 

A speed championship may not be held unless 
at least four riders. start.
